2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The device of claim 26 was known in the art prior to 
the filing of the instant application. As seen at page 81 of Stratagene Cloning Systems 1993 
Catalog, a "Poly(A) Quick® mRNA Isolation Kit" was offered for sale and that the kit 
comprised "Poly(A) Quick® push columns" that are described as being connected to a syringe 
when used. Such a showing fairly anticipates the invention of claim 26. While the invention are 
linked through the device, the device does not qualify as a special technical feature so as to 
impart unity of invention under PCT Rule 13.1.
